happening.”

“ He taught me to sing in 
German and French, and I 
worked with him for three 
summers," Miss Harnes said. 
She decided to com pete 
for a Minna Kaufmann Ruud 
scholarship so she could go 
to New York City to study. 
The judges asked her to 
send them a tape recording 
before she even went to the 
city.

Two geologists writing in Science magazine predict 
that the old earth, which has been huffing and puffing 
and 
shuddering 
and 
shaking 
with 
earthquakes, 
volcanoes, uplifts and subsidences for the past four 
billion years or so, is scheduled eventually to get 
through with all that and enter a period of calm and 
tranquility — “in something less than another billion 
years.” 
One wonders if the microscopic, allegedly intelligent 
life clinging to its surface (Microscopic when viewed 
from the moon) will ever learn the secret of living in 
peace with its own kind and in balance with other 
kinds, or whether it will destroy itself and perhaps 
everything else long before earth enters geologic old 
age.

What do we mean by Chris­ 
tian love?

The problem seems to be the

KANSAS CITY (AP) — The Missouri Tigers became 
odds-on favorites to win the Big Eight Conference 
basketball championship today after taking the league’s 
preseason tournament crown Thursday night. 
The Tigers, tourney champions for the first time since 
1954, utilized superior defense and hot shooting streaks 
of sophomore A1 Eberhard and John Brown 
to whip 
Kansas 
State 
67-58 in the finals. The victory was 
Missouri’s 10th in 11 games. Kansas State is 6-6. 
Brown was named to the all-tournament team and the 
four -day dribble derby’s most outstanding player in a 
vote of 58 sports writers and sportscasters covering the 
event. Eberhard gained a second team berth. 
With Brown, who got 54 votes, on the first team were 
Bud Stallworth of Kansas, Martinez Denmon of Iowa 
State, Chuck Jura of Nebraska and Steve Mitcheli of 
Kansas State. 
Stallworth, the tournament’s leading scorer with 71 
points, was second in the voting with 49 followed by 
Denmon with 47, Jura 40 and Mitchell 38. 
Besides Eberhard, who polled 20 votes, the second 
team included Gene Mack of Iowa State with 15, Scott 
Martin of Oklahoma with 7 and Mike Jeffries of Missouri 
and Tom Holland of Oklahoma, each with 4. 
Stallworth was far behind in the outstanding player 
balloting with four votes. Mitchell got three. 
Iowa State won third place with an 87-82 triumph over 
Colorado. Nebraska finished five by routing Oklahoma 
84-68. Oklahoma State nipped Kansas 66-65 for seventh. 
It was the first time in Kansas’ history the Jayhawks, who 
won the title a year ago, wound up last. 
“Defense was the main factor in our win,” said Missouri 
Coach Norm Stewart, who was a junior star in the Tigers’ 
1954 tourney title drive. “It saved us during that long, 


long drought. 


“We did get the ball off the board early, and maybe 
they didn’t expect that. Jeffries was the guy who was 
ripping Jem” Steward said the Tigers, who blew most of 
an early 25-10 advantage, “just lost the momentum, and 
they gained it. 
They’re a good basketball team. They stopped our 
offense. 
“Eberhard will remember this ball game for a long, long 
time, He showed tremendous noise for a sophomore 
against a very physical team.” 
At one point in the game, Missouri went 10 minutes 
without a field goal. Eberhard picked the Tigers up by the 
bootstraps a couple of times when the Wildcats came 
within an eyelash of catching up. Once when Kansas State 
had pulled towithin two points at 28-26, Eberhard hit a 
field goal and two free tosses in rapid succession. 
Eberhard, Brown and Greg Flaker spearheaded a spree 
in the first seven minutes when the Tigers made 14 
consecutive points to boost Missouri into a 15-3 lead. 
Kansas State narrowed Missouri.s lead to two points the 
second time with 14; 15 left on Mitchell’s two- pointer. 
This time Jeffries was the big man, canning two charity 
shots and a 35-footer that opened up a 38-32 gap. 
“We just didn’t play well,” said Coach Jack Hartman, 
whose Wildcats have outhit their opponents from the 
floor in each one of their six defeats. 
“We opened the game like we were killing snakes. The 
start certainly was the decisive part. We’ve had this 
problem all year at the free throw line. 
“Missouri worked its delay well and capitalized on it. 
We 
didn’t make 
the adjustments against Missouri’s 
defense.

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — The Peach Bowl was a lopsided 
contest Thursday night as the Ole Miss Rebels scored 
virtually at will in the first half and then added only three 
more points in the last two quarters as they dug in 
defensively and finished with a 41-18 victory over Georgia 
Tech. 
The game had been billed as a duel between Tech’s 
stingy defense and the Rebels’ explosive offense, but in 
the first half the Jacket defense did not live up to equal 
billing with the Rebel offense. 
Ole Miss, despite muddy conditions, struck efficiently 
on the ground and through the air to score five 
touchdowns and a field goal while Tech was searching for 
a first down. 
Tailback Greg Ainsworth, greased with mud, slipped 
through Tech defenders time and again and wound up 
with 119 yards rushing.

Mizzou Wins 
Big 8 Tourney 


K A N S A S C IT Y (A P ) 
The Missouri Tigers became 
odds-on 
favorites to win 
the 
Big Eight Conference 
basketball championship today after taking the league’s 
preseason tournament crown Thursday night. 
The Tigers, tourney champions for the first time since 
1954, utilized superior defense and hot shooting streaks 
of sophomore A1 Eberhard and John Brown 
to whip 
Kansas 
State 
67-68 in the finals. The victory was 
Missouri’s 10th in 11 games. Kansas State is 6-6. 
Brown was named to the all-tournament team and the 
four -day dribble derby’s most outstanding player in a 
vote of 58 sports writers and sportscasters covering the 
event. Eberhard gained a second team berth.

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Red China, Wage-Price Freeze Top 1971 Stories

1971 was a mem orable 
year for Communist China as, 
in the space of seven months. 


the leaders in Peking threw 
open their doors to an Am eri­ 
can ping pong team , agreed to 
play host to President Nixon, 
and broke through a 20-year 
barrier to win adm ittance to 
the United Nations. 
The western world was sta r­ 
tled when Peking invited 15 
U. S. table tennis players and 
three American journalists to 
pay a visit. But the surprise 
evoked by this gesture was 
small com pared to that created 
w hen P re sid e n t Nixon an­ 
nounced his planned visit to 
China and its acceptance. The 
President announced later in 
the year he planned to visit the 
Soviet Union also in 1972.

Most significant, perhaps, 
was the vote that flashed on the 
tally board of the U. N. General 
Assembly Oct. 25. With one 
swift stroke the delegates had 
adm itted Red China to the U. N. 
and thrown out Taiwan after 26 
years of m em bership as one of 
the five perm anent powers. 
The United States had fought 
vainly to keep the Nationalists 
in the world forum, even though 
Washington changed previous 
policy and endorsed the ad­ 
mission of Peking. 
Actually the ballot that de­ 
cided the issue was the defeat 
of the perennial resolution de­ 
claring the China m atter was 
an “ im portant question” to be 
decided only by a two-thirds 
m ajority. It was a device which 
the United States had been us­ 
ing since 1961 to bar Peking. 
First sign that the United 
States had switched its position 
and the doors were about to 
open cam e when Nixon said the 
Red Chinese “ should not re­ 
main isolated from the interna­ 
tional com m unity.” 
Nixon said the United States 
would “ m aintain its treaty 
com m itm ent” to Taiwan, and 
thus broached a two-Chinas pol­ 
icy which Peking already had 
said it would not agree to. 
As the debate progressed in 
late 1971, it becam e clear Pek­ 
ing’s backers were putting up 
their biggest fight yet and that 
they had picked up new suppor­ 
ters. 
On Nov. 15, Peking's delega­ 
tion made its formal entry into 
the U. N. General Assembly. 


2. Under the threat of worse 
economic troubles. President 
Nixon on Aug. 15 reversed his 
economic policy in order to pro­ 
tect American jobs and facto­ 
ries from foreign competition 
and to strengthen the U. S. 
economy by freezing wages and 
prices. 
Although the President had 
opposed wage and price con­ 
trols. conditions at home and 
abroad foil u the change. Un­ 
employment was up, the stock 
m arket was hitting new lows 
for the year, the dollar was in 
trouble overseas, and inflation 
was growing. 
To solve these problems, the 
President: 
Ordered that all prices 
of m anufactured goods rem ain 
where they were; 
Banned 
all 
raises to 
workers, even those promised 
in existing labor contracts; 
Halted the sale of goid 
to foreigners in return for dol­ 
lars; 
Imposed an extra tariff 
of 10 per cent of their value on 
all im p o rted m a n u factu red 
goods. 
Nixon had said one of his 
objections to a freeze was it 
would require a huge bureau­ 
cracy to enforce it. By using the 
O ffice of E m erg en cy P re ­ 
paredness and the Internal Rev­ 
enue Service to monitor and 
enforce his program , he avoid­ 
ed the need to hire extra people. 
The freeze was to be for only 90 


days. 
At home, the steps had a 
quick and favorable result The 
stock m arket rose a record 
32.93 points on the Dow Jones 
industrial average on the first 
day after the Nixon speech Vol­ 
ume also reached a record 31 
million shares as investors took 
heart that the country’s prob­ 
lems might be on the way to a 
solution. 
Overseas the steps were less 
welcome but results equally 
cheerful. Elimination of a fixed 
gold p ric e for th e d o lla r 
am ounted, in effect, to de­ 
valuation of the dollar in term s 
of gold. This m eant it cost more 
dollars to buy, say, 100 marks. 
Therefore, a Volkswagen cost 
more in the United States and 
the hope was this would help the 
domestic auto industry and thus 
the American economy. 
The 10 per cent surcharge 
had the same effect. The price 
of a Volkswagen went up be­ 
cause im porters had to pay a 
higher duty. 
As the 90-day Phase 1 of the 
economic plan cam e to an end, 
the President announced that in 
Phase 2 raises would be per­ 
mitted, some prices could be 
increased. He appointed boards 
to decide how much. Labor ob­ 
jected because it had only 5 
votes on the 15-vote Pay Board, 
but went along 
The vagueness of Phase 2 
was a key part — nobody knew 
how long it would last or wheth­ 
er labor would continue to coop­ 
erate. 


3. During his last days as 
President Johnson’s Secretary 
of Defense, Robert M cNamara 
commissioned a study that ran 
to 47 volumes and contained 2.5 
million words. The subject: 
Vietnam. The top-secret study 
was worked on by 35 research­ 
ers who gathered m aterial dat­ 
ing back to the Trum an adm in­ 
istration. It was called: “ Histo­ 
ry of the United S tates’ De­ 
cision-Making Process on Viet­ 
nam Policy.” 
The New York Times, which 
labeled the study “ The Penta­ 
gon P apers,” published the first 
article in a projected series on 
the study June 13. A second 
article appeared the following 
day, and, with President Nix­ 
on’s agreem ent, Atty. Gen. 
John Mitchell asked the Times 
to voluntarily stop publishing 
the papers. Mitchell said fur­ 
ther disclosures would “ cause 
irreparable injury to the de­ 
fense interests of the United 
States.” 
The Times went ahead with a 
third installm ent, and the gov­ 
ernm ent went to court in New 
York and won a tem porary re­ 
straining order blocking the 
Times from further publication 
of the papers. 
On the day a hearing was to 
begin on this action, the Wash­ 
ington Post started publishing 
its own version of “ The Penta­ 
gon Papers.” The government 
then won a court decision which 
stopped the Post, too. 
The legal battle was soon in 
the U. S. Supreme Court, which 
not only agreed to review the 
cases but extended its usual 
court term to make a prompt 
decision on a m atter in which 
the governm ent’s executive 
branch — for the first tim e in 
history — was attem pting to 
re stra in new spapers before 
publication. On June 30. the 
high court ruled by a vote of 6 to 
3 that the Times and the Post 
were free to resum e publishing 
articles based on the secret 
study of Vietnam. 


Then, Daniel Ellsberg, 40, 
who had helped compile the 
study, surreM ered to U.S. 
m arshals, said he was the 
source of the leak, adding: “ I 
felt as an American citizen . . . I 
could no longer cooperate in 
concealing this inform ation 
from the American people. I 
took this action on my own in­ 
itiative, and I am prepared for 
all the consequences.” On Aug. 
16, Ellsbprg pleaded innocent to 
charges he illegally possessed 
and copied classified Pentagon 
papers. 


4. A story that began in 1968 
— the so-called My Lai m as­ 
sacre — drew to a close in 1971. 
My Lai, a Vietnam village, 
was hit by American troops on 
a search and destroy mission on 
March 16, 1968, and in a few 
hours many unresisting Viet­ 
nam ese civilians were slain. 
Estim ates by villagers ran over 
500. Taking part in the action 
was Charlie Co., 1st Battalion, 
11th B rigade, 20th Infantry 
Regiment, A nerical Division. 
Lt William L. Calley Jr. was a 
m em ber of tie company His 
com p an y c o m m a n d e r w as 
Capt. Ernest Medina. 
About a year after the oper­ 
ation, a letter saying “ some­ 
thing rather dark and bloody” 
had happened at My Lai was 
sent to President Nixon, vari­ 
ous congressmen, m ilitary offi­ 
cials, and the state departm ent. 
Calley was indicted for first 
degree m urder. The indictment 
charged him with the pre­ 
m editated m urder of 102 per­ 
sons. His trial began Nov. 12, 
1970, at Ft. Benning, Ga., but 
Calley himself took the witness 
stand Feb. 23, 1971. During his 
testim ony he attributed every­ 
thing he did to orders from 
Capt. Medina Medina, on the 
witness stand, denied he ever 
ordered women and children 
killed at the village. 
The case went to a jury of six 
of G alley’s senior officers 
M arch 
16 — the third an­ 
niversary of My Lai. After 13 
days deliberation, the jury con­ 
victed Calley, 27. of the first 
degree m urder of at least 22 
villagers. 
On March 31. Calley was sen­ 
tenced to life imprisonment, 
dism issal from the Army and 
forfeiture of pay and allow­ 
ances totaling $773.10 a month. 
The decision resulted in an 
uproar. Letters to the White 
House ran 100 to 1 against the 
Calley verdict and sentence. 
On April 1, President Nixon 
ordered Calley released from 
the stockade and placed under 
house arrest in his Ft. Benning 
apartm ent where he could wait 
for the appeals process. Five 
months later Calley’s sentence 
was reduced to 20 years, m ak­ 
ing him eligible for parole in six 
to seven years. The president 
also said he would make the 
final review of the case after all 
m ilita ry justice procedures 
were finished. 
Capt. Medina was tried at Ft. 
McPherson, Ga. After hearing 
nearly two months of testimo-

Just before leaving the moon. 
Shepard pulled out two golf 
ba l l s and a club he had 
smuggled aboard.

Unlike its predecessor, Apol­ 
lo 15 left the earth on time at 
9:34 a.m.

The western world was sta r­ 
tled when Peking invited 15 
U S. table tennis players and 
three American journalists to 
pay a visit. But the surprise 
evoked by this gesture was 
sm all com pared to that created 
w hen P re sid e n t Nixon an­ 
nounced his planned visit to 
China and its acceptance The 
President announced later in 
the year he planned to visit the 
Soviet Union also in 1972 


Most significant, perhaps, 
was the vote that flashed on the 
tally board of the U. N. General 
Assembly Oct. 25 
With one 
swift stroke the delegates had 
adm itted Red China to the U. N. 
and thrown out Taiwan after 26 
years of m em bership as one of 
the five perm anent powers. 
The United States had fought 
vainly to keep the Nationalists 
in the world forum, even though 
Washington changed previous 
policy and endorsed the ad­ 
mission of Peking 
Actually the ballot that de­

stilbeatrol 
(DES) 
becomes 
mandatory Jan. 8, the U.S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 
announced. 
DES is a synthetic growth 
promoting hormone used in 
live stock feeds. Under the new 
program , 
Federal 
meat 
inspectors will hold all cattle 
and sheep from slaughter at 
least 7 days unless the animals 
are certified as not having been 
fed DES, or as having been 
withheld from DES at least 7 
days before slaughter. 
The new program provides 
three alternatives for handling 
cattle and sheep at slaughter: 
(1) The animals may be 
slaughtered 
if 
certification 
requirements have been met; 
OR (2) The animals will be 
held alive for the required 7 
days; or (3) The animals could 
be 
slaughtered, 
with 
the 
samples 
sent 
to 
a 
USDA 
approved 
laboratory 
for 
testing. Meat from the animals 
could not be marketed, until 
the tests prove they are free of 
DES residues. 
The new program will help 
provide further assurance that 
DES residues will not be found 
in the nation’s meat supply, 
officials of USDA’s Consumer 
and 
Marketing Service said. 
Violators will be subject to 
criminal prosecution by the 
F o o d 
a n d 
D r u g 
Administration. 
Market interests at National 
Stock Yards urge all shippers 
of cattle and sheep to certify 
that the above requirements 
have been met. This can be 
done through affidavit or by 
using certificates which may be 
obtained from the St. Louis 
National Stockyards Company, 
Commission firms or Selling 
Agencies, Live Stock Insurance 
Agencies 
and 
Live 
Stock 
truckers.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
State 
Department 
reported 
today 
a 
50-fold 
jump 
in 
customs seizures of heroin in 
the first nine months of this 
year and sharp rises in the 
capture of other illicit drugs. 
And in stepping up the 
campaign 
against 
narcotics 
smuggling, it said the Customs 
Bureau 
is 
about 
to 
use 
“high-speed aircraft equipped 
with 
sophisticated 
sensor 
devices 
and 
supported 
by 
tactical ground operations.” 
A sum-up of the Nixon 
administration’sefforts to crack 
down 
on 
the 
“horrendous 
problem” 
of 
international 
narcotics traffic was issued by 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers 
as 
chairman 
of 
President 
Nixon’s 
Cabinet 
Committee 
for International 
Narcotics Control. 
‘ ‘The 
i n t e r n a t i o n a l 
narcotics problem is high on 
our list of priorities during this 
coming year,” Rogers said. 
‘‘I 
have 
directed 
that 
effective narcotics control be 
one of the major objectives of 
our diplomacy in contacts with 
other governments,” he said. 
The 
summary 
said 
that 
customs seizures of narcotics 
has more than doubled over 
the 
past 
two 
years, 
with 


seizures of hard drugs during 
fiscal 1971 totaling more than 
3,000 pounds, nearly twice the 
amount seized the preceding 
year.” 
Robers said the summary 
shows that in the short period 
since 
the 
Nixon 
Cabinet 
committee was set up last 
September 
the 
group 
has 
worked 
successfully 
on 
a 
program to help diminish and 
eventually wipe out illicit drug 
production and trade. 
The report gave no details 
about the Customs Bureau’s 
anti - drug air force.

DES is a synthetic growth 
promoting hormone used in 
live stock feeds. Under the new 
p rogram , 
Federal 
meat 
inspectors will hold all cattle 
and sheep from slaughter at 
least 7 days unless the animals 
are certified as not having been 
fed DES, or as having been 
withheld from DES at least 7 
days before slaughter. 
The new program provides 
three alternatives for handling 
cattle and sheep at slaughter: 
(1) 
The 
animals may 
be 
slaughtered 
if 
certification 
requirements have been met; 
OR (2) The animals will be 
held alive for the required 7 
days; or (3) The animals could 
be 
slaughtered, 
with 
the 
samples 
sent 
to 
a 
USDA 
approved 
laboratory 
for 
testing. Meat from the animals 
could not be marketed, until 
the tests prove they are free of 
DES residues. 
The new program will help 
provide further assurance that 
DES residues will not be found 
in the nation's meat supply, 
officials of U SD A ’s Consumer 
and 
Marketing 
Service said. 
Violators will be subject to 
criminal 
prosecution by 
the 
F o o d 
a n d 
D r u g 
Administration. 
Market interests at National 
Stock Yards urge all shippers 
of cattle and sheep to certify 
that 
the above requirements 
have been met. This can be 
done through affidavit or by 
using certificates which may be 
obtained from the St. Louis 
National Stockyards Company, 
Commission 
firms or Selling 
Agencies, Live Stock Insurance
